1. This is an action under the Freedom of Information 


Act, 5 U.S.C. § 552, to require defendants to permit access to 
certain records in their possession. 

Zee , This Court has jurisdiction over this action pur— 
suant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(B). . 

3. Plaintiff John D. Marks is a free-lance journalist 
and an associate at the Center for National Security Studies. 

y, Plaintiff Morton H. Haipeety is the Director of 
the Project on National Security and Civil Liberties. 

ou Defendant Stansfield Turner is the Director of 
Central Intelligence and the head ‘of the agency which has 
possession of the records to which plaintiffs seek access. 

6. Defendant Central Intelligence Agency is an 
agency of the United States and has possession of the records 


to which plaintiffs seek access. 


Le. By letter dated November 12, 1976, plaintirr 
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Marks requested under the Freedom of Information Act all 
written material which the C.I.A. made available to the 
senate Select eoimaebee on Intelligence, the House Commit-— 
tee on Intelligence, the House Committee on Intelligence, 
or the Rockefeller Commission concerning C.I.A. use of, 
relations with, operations involving, or in any other 

way touching on American universities, ,members of the 
academic community, academic research, student or univer- 
sity exchange programs, scholarship programs, educertoned 
programs, or any other programs related to Americas univer-- 
sities or American academic personnel. : 

8. Defendants acknowledged plaintiff's initial 
request, but failed to act on it within the statutory time 
limit. 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(6)(4). 

9. Pursuant to 5 U.S.c. § 552(a)(6)(C), plaintiff 
Marks deemed this failure to act to be a denial of his 
initial request, and by letter dated December 2, 1976, -he 
appealed this denial. | . 

10. Defendants have acknowledged plaintiff's 
appeal but have failed to act on it within the Sr OEILOEY, 
time limit: 5 U.8.C.. 5 552(a)(6) (44). 

cag ie By letter dated June 28, 1976 plaintifs 
Raipertn requested under the Freedom of tremaw een Act 
the C,TI.A.'s internal directives dealing with the opera-— 
tiene use of individuals within the academic community. 

12. On July 27, 1976, defendants released to 
plaintiff HAipéetA portions of a document entitled 
"Restrictions on Operational Use of Certain Categories 
of Individuals" and withheld portions of this document 
under exemptions 1 and 3 to the F.O.I.A., 5 U.S.C. 

§ 552(b)(1) & (3). | 
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13. By letter dated September 29, 1976, plaintirr 
Halperin appealed defendants! initial denial of portions of 
the requested document. 4 | 

14, By letter dated Ssdenies 6, 1976, defendants 


affirmed their initial denial of portions of the requested 


document.

16. Pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(3), plaintirrs 


are entitled to access to the requested records, and there 


is no legal basis for denial of such access. 


WHEREFORE, plaintiffs pray that the Court (1) order 
defendants to permit access to the requested records: (2) 
provide for expeditious proceedings in this action as 
provided by 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(D); (3) award plaintiffs 


their costs and reasonable attorney fees in this action; 


‘and (4) grant such other and further relief as the .Court 


may déem just and proper.
